A SHOCKING ACCIDENT. 


Tragic Death of a Young Wife and 


Mother near Blue Mound. 


From ThurtOatfi DaUy. 


Yesterday afternoon, William Blanks, 


a young German farmer living five mile* 
northwest of Blue Mound, while taking 
an old-fashioned German revolver out 
of a cupboard drawer, accidentally shot 
his wife, Henrietta, in the left breas', 
near the heart, death resulting in less 
than an hour. Two men, Louis Hemp- 
stead and Albert 
Jones, had visited 


Blanka'a house after the dinner hour, 
and while in tne yard they began talking 
about trading articles. Oae of the call- 
ers had a violin, and Blanka had nothing 
but a revolver, which he went into the 
house to get and show to bis visitors 
Mrs. Blanks was standing near (tie cup- 
board when William took the Vevolver 
out of the drawer. As he did fo the 
hammer caught against the edge of the 
drawer, and tbe pistol was discharged, 
the bullet striking Mrs. BtankB in the 
breast. She ran out of the honse and 
sank upon the ground. Blanka followed 
her quickly, and threw his arms about 
her, calling for one of the men to go for 
Dr. Tobey right off. She died within 
forty-five minutes, telling her husband 
good-bye. The pistol was a six-shooter, 
and had but one cartridge In it. Mrs, 
Blanka will be buried to-morrow. She 
leaves an infant, 12 months old. Her age 
was 24, and she married Blanka two years 
ago. Coroner Perl held an inquest last 
night, and the jury returned the follow- 
ing verdict: 


In the Matter of th» Inquisition on the body 
of Mrs. Henrietta Blanne deceased, hold on 
the old WadkinBfarm.inBlueMound township, 
on the 24th clay of September, A. D. 1886, we, 
the undersigned, Jurors, sworn to inquire of 
the death of Henrietta Blankc, on oaihdoflnd 
that ehe came to her death b? a gbot of a re- 
volver In the banaof Wm. Blunke, her hus- 
band. We lurther believe the shot was acci- 
dental.

THE CLINTON KEUNION. 


CLINICS, ILL., Sept. 25 18a5. 


EDITORS EEPUBLICAN —The 21th and 25th of 


September, 1885, will long; be remembered by 
the old veterans of the Armies of the Repub- 
lic, who assembled at Clinton on the above 
dates to pariake of the hospitality of the pa- 
triotic people of Clinton and DeWltt county. 
Your correspondent arrived on an tarly train 
Thursday morning and found the oityfull ot 
people. Nearly all the stores, banks, shops 
and a great number of the prh ate residences 
were handsomely decorated, or almost burled 
in Hags and evergreens, while archts at tbe 
principal street crossings bore historical leg 
eads, tamiliar to the war-worn veteran. Con- 
spicuous among all were the pictures of the 
Old Commander, crowned with the unfadinsr 
wreaths of -s ictory. 


The camp was on the fair grounds a mile or 


more from the city, where there was ample 
shelter tor those who remained in camp, in- 
cluding plenty of gooi water and choice ra- 
tions from the larders of the good people of 
De'tt itt, all as free as the air for the boys who 
wore the blue. Numerous speeches were the 
order of the day interspersed i\ 1th old camp- 
nre songs that recalled the days of long ago 
Among the speakes ot course Uncle Dick 
took the lead, and there were but few dry eyes 
among the \ aterans while the old go ,'erno? 
recounted the trials and hardships of the past 
and ot the glorious legions who fell in fight 


The most interesting part to the writer was 


the meeting of old comrades of the Uat, many 
of whom we had not seen since the war. Two 
meetings were held ac which the story of the 
regiment was told and the marches recounted, 
and battles fought over again. The most in 
terestlng part of the latter was the fatal 
assault at Jackson, Miss., July 12,1'lH E T 
Lee read an account of this tight from boih 
Federal and Confederate sources, also a letter 
from Gen, Sherman sho«lngthBt he did not 
order or even contemplate such an assault. 
This was the fight where the recently found 
colors of the 53d were lost. The 23th Illinois 
lost their colors, and the 41st lost their blue 
Belcl banner at the same p ace Sergt. H. M 
Streamer,of Argenta, boretiie battle Bag of 
the 41st in this bloody tray and brought it 
safely out, and no Big was ever more gallant- 
ly borne in battle than the one carried by 
plain farmer Streeveron that fatal July day

THZ geographical extent of the

The first recorded ooal mining opera- 
tions in Illinois were on the Big Mud- 
dy, in Jackson county, in 1810. 


IT is noted as one of the triumphs 


of high license that the saloon keep- 
ers of Illinois, with an income of 
nearly $50,000,000 a year, who for- 
merly paid only $700,000 toward the 
support of the public revenues, now 
pay 14,500,000, while the number of

Judicious System of Bot«- 


tlon. 


The idea of seeding the same land to 


wheat year after year is not practiced 
except by a class of farmers who have 
little idea of the fitness of things. On 
new prairie land three crops may be 
taken without serious deterioration of 
the soil, though probably not with ulti- 
mate profit in the long run. But the 
new settler has some excuse. He must 
have money, and wheat will bear longer 
transportation without being eaten up 
by freight charges than any other grain 
except flaxseed. In the regular rota- 
tion, even on the fertile soils of the 
West, it should not occur oftener than 
once in four years, and then preferably 
on a clover or grass seed, especially 
where the soil is liable to heave. On 
old land, however, if considered advisa- 
ble to seed, fair crops are raised by 
drilling between the rows of corn, hav- 
ing first raised a tilth on the surf ace of, 
say, two inches in depth. 


If wheat is to be seeded on stubble 


land, of whatsoever kind, the soil should 
be plowed at the ordinary depth as 
soon after harvest as possible, and 
thereafter aa often as possible, up 
to 
seeding 
time, 
to a depth o\ 


somewhat less than three inches. Seed 
at the rate of not less than six to eight 
pecks, according as the soil is m con- 
dition for tilling. If the seed is drilled, 
one-quarter less seed may be used than 
in broadcast sowing, and for the reason 
that the seed is all covered, and at a 
given depth. 
Wheat will germinate 


stronger and more freely at a depth of 
frorn'one to one and a half inches than 
at any other depth, but to provide 
against all possible contingeacies, *wo 
inches is found to be the best depth on 
ordinary loams, or somewhat less on 
very firm clay soils. 


Wheat is a firm-soil plant, but re- 


quires the surface to be of the finest 
possible tilth. A soil light and fluffy 
to a considerable depth should nevei 
be sown to winter wheat, and one 
naturally so can. never be made firm 
by any amount of rolling or even by 
thorough tramping by cattle, 
and 


neither is soft humus soil proper for 
sprino- wheat. Hence all having such 
soils "should hesitate before sowing 
largely of this crop, and never on 
spring-plowed land. 
If chinch-bugs 


or Hessian fly Ime prevailed in the 
neighborhood the probability is that 
some 
other 
crop 
will 
be 
more 


profitable next season than wheat. The 
absolute cleanness and good quality o) 
the seed wheat—and this will apply to 
all seed grains—must be certainly 
known. If you have no cheat, or other 
foul weeds in the soil, and the seeds be 
perfectly clean, your crop will be so. 
If the seed grains are large of then 
variety, dense and uniform in size, the 
plants will be uniformly vigorous, ac- 
cording to the capability and the adap- 
tation of the soil to the crop. 
It is the 


most unwise economy to sow indiffer- 
ent, 
foul or light seed. Mills are now 


constructed that will take every foul 
seed from any grain by a proper regu- 
lation of the wind and sieves, and 
special machines are now made to pre- 
pare seed grains of every kind. 
But il 


is not enough that the seed has been 
cleaned in the mill. This simply gives 
clean seed. What is wanted for the 
best results, for land in prime condi- 
tion, is grain of the greatest specific 
gravity. This may be obtained by plac- 
ing the grain on the barn floor anil 
shoveling it in successive casts aciosa 
the floor. The heaviest grain will be 
carried the farthest. 
IS this heavy 


grain is sown by itself, and seed saved 
in the same way for successive years, 
the result will be astonishing to those 
who have never considered the question 
of heredity—as true in vegetables as in 
Animals. 


Not only will the yield be increased 


per acre, but the quality of the grain 
will be increased in" the same ratio aa 
the quantity. To the slovenly farmer, 
who grows'his crops among weeds, 01 
he who refuses to feed his soil when 
worn, this trouble in th« selection ol 
seed will not pay. 
Such farmers never 


make any money from their crops. 
A 


precarious living is all they can expect. 
Such men never read. 
Their sole 


animus seems to be to reduce the aver- 
age product as low as possible. The 
better class of farmers, however, who 
spend labor to put their soil in the best 
possible condition, will find profit in 
this special care in selecting seed. 
They well know that the self-binding 
reaper will cover as many acres ol 
wheat yielding thiity bushels per acre 
as if only fifteen were grown. 
These 


are the men who make money upon the 
average light yield. Unless the crop 
is destroyed by fungus growths, storms 
or insects, their average is good in 
seasons when the sloven gets hardly 
enough to pay for harvesting.—Chicago 
Tribune. 


Salt as a Fly Remedy. 


"What's that for?" asked a customer 


of a waiter m a Smithticld street res- 
taurant. 


The waiter had a bag of table salt in 


bis hand and was sprinkling the con- 
tents behind the counter and on the 
door where the crumbs might fall. 


"It is to keep the flies away," lephed 


the waiter. 


"How does It do it'" 
"Can't say, sah; ask the manager." 
"We find,'1' said the manager, "that 


by sprinkling salt; where there are 
broken victuals, dirty plates and other 
things which attracts flies, we can keep 
these pests away. It fills the air with 
saline particles, and wehave no trouble 
at all." You can see this is so by look- 
ing here." 
Scraps of bread, melon-rinds and 


broken meats and pieces of plates were 
in baskets and shelves behind 
the 


counter, but there were not a dozen 
Sies in sight.— Pittsburgh Chronicle. 


PACERS. 


How Saddle Horses Are Evolved—The Pro- 


duct otthe Thoroughbred. 


The impression prevails among those 


not familier with the subject that any 
family of pacers are saddlers. This ia 
a mistake. There is no animal of the 
•equine race more abominable thaa a 
scrub pacer, in whose ancestry for a 
dozen years or more nothing but cold 
blood can be found. A brute of this 
kind would require as much time and 
space to turn in as a cow, would 
stumble on a wax floor, and, if he 
failed to break his rider's neck in this 
way, would jolt the life out of him in a 
rough way. 
From this family of 


pacers no good can, ever come until 
they are crossed with some blood that 
will give them action. But there is an- 
other class of pacers that stand pre- 
eminently above all other species of the 
horse kind, for from their loins have 
come the kings and queens of the trot- 
ting and racing turf and the best sad- 
dle°horses of the country. These show 
the clean limbs and supple actions of 
the thoroughbred blood that has nicked 
so kindly with their pacing ancestors. 
It is from stallions of this kind, with 
two, 
three or four pacing crosses on a 


thoroughbred foundation, that the best 
saddle horses will come, so the pro- 
duce will have from thirty to forty per 
cent, of thoroughbred blood in it. 
It 


is 
generally 
conceded 
that 


thoroughbred 
can 
live 
longer 


and go further under the saddle 
with weight up in proportion to his 
size, than any other horse. 
Nature 


seems to have intended him especiall; 
for this purpose. 
But in breeding the 


saddle horse as above, man has im- 
proved upon nature, and secured not 
only a more serviceable animal, but 
one that will stand more constant 
riding. As a rule a pure thoroughbred 
has no inclination to so any of the 
artificial saddle gaits, and when forced 
out of a walk goes into a trot, and out 
of this into a gallop. On the other 
hand, a well-bred saddle horse will 
glide along five or beven miles an hour, 
m a smooth, frictionless running walk, 
or fox-trot, without a jar to himself or 
filler, and at either of these gaits will 
go further with lost, tatigue to both horse 
and rider than a thoroughbred carrying 
the same weigh t and moving at the same 
speed in a trot. The thoroughbred 
will last, and upon this line we rely for 
courage, activity, capacity and willing- 
ness to go. But he is not inclined to 
the saddle gaits, and takes them with 
an effort wuen compelled to. When, 
however, his blood is mixed with that 
of a well-bred pacer the product has a 
natural disposition to the saddle, in 
addition to the desirable qualities of the 
runner. For this reason it is necessary 
to unite the two lines of blood in one 
animal, in order to get the best mate- 
rial that nature can give and out of 
which, with proper handling, a first- 
class saddle horse canbemade.—Spirit 
of the Farm.

An Absurd Idea That Its Prevalence I» 


Conducive to Health. 


There is a very general idea, in some 


communities, at least, that dirt is 
favorable to health. It may be that 
this absurd idea originated with some 
one not particularly cleanly in her own 
habits, or those of her children, who 
would apologize for the untidiness of 
her children by supposing it favorable 
to their health. 


Since it is in the office of the system 


constantly to throw off the waste mat- 
ters, the accumulated filth, through 
seven millions of pores, it is unreason- 
able to suppose that its reabsorption 
into the body, or any similar filth, will 
be promotive of health. 
"Cleanliness 


is next to godliness." 


If experience and observation seem 


to prove the correctness of this theory, 
the error is explainable on the princi- 
ple that it is the air and sunlight en- 
joyed while "playing in the dirt" from 
which the advantage is obtained, and 
not the mere dirt. Indeed, it i* prob- 
able that it is an improvement to allow 
children thus to play out of doors, 
though their faces, hands and whole 
bodies may be soiled, so long as they 
secure an ample supply of this all 
purifying air and light, rather than 
have the'm unnaturally confined in hot 
and unventilated rooms, fading and 
pining away for the want of light and 
the pure air of heaven. 


A still more absurd idea is expressed 


in the statement that "the smell qf the 
barn and cattle is healthy." 
There is 


no possible philosophy in the idea, 
since all of the odors of these surround- 
ings, as a whole, arise from filth. If 
pure air is one of the most important 
means of purifying the 
blood, by 


breathing, it is plain that air loaded 
with filth can not promote such purifi- 
cation. Indeed, I suppose-that the un- 
pleasantness of such foul odors eman- 
ating from our piggeries, stables, etc., 
etc.Tis' to guard us from danger, prov- 
in°- so disgusting to our purer natures 
that we instinctively flee from such 
nuisances. If we would avoid disease, 
general epidemics, particularly during 
the hot weather, it is safe to breathe 
only pure and agreeable air, such as 
the Creator provides for us, taking so 
much pains, so to speak, to keep it 
constantly pure through the agency of 
the vegetable kingdom, the winds and 
tornadoes ever scattering foulness on 
the "wings of the wind" to the utter- 
most parts of the earth, bringing such 
foulness, by taking it from the cities 
and foul places in general, into the 
vicinity of vegetation, the vegetable 
world" mainly feeding on the tilth 
thrown oft by the animal creation. It 
is safe to bre'athe only pure air, to eat 
only pure and clean food, to keep our 
bodies clean by bathing, and "the con- 
science void of offense toward God and

NEW UANDS. 


The Scramble of European Nations for New 


Colonial Possessions. 


The recent reports of Joseph Thom- 
on and H. H. Johnson had hardly 
been before the 'public a month when 
he German Government dispatched 
an expedition, and by arrangement 
with ten native chiefs, established a 
protectorate over a vast territory in 
Africa, south and southeast of Mount 
Kilimanjaro, which these explorers had 
described as salubrious in climate and 
rich in resources. This district is far 
larger than, the Usagara uplands near 
Zanzibar, where Germany has also se- 
cured a foothold. 


South America is beginning to at- 


tract its share of attention. More ex- 
plorers are at work there or are pre- 
paring to enter that field than have 
been sent to So'uth America for many 
years. 
We have heard for some years 


past 
of 
the Argentine expeditious 


against the wild Indians of the great 
plateau of Chaco, in the northern part 
ot that Republic. Its savage tribes 
have at last been completely subdued, 
and this year, amid great public re- 
joicino-s, these 
vast 
fertile plains, 


through which well-armed caravans 
have never before been able to pass, 
have been thrown open to colonists. A 
steamboat from Buenos Ayres has as- 
cended the Paraguay Kiver and its Ver- 
mejo branch far into Chaco. 
One 


colony has been planted m the country, 
exploring parties are traversing it m 
several directions, and, according to 
the Government reports, Chaco has be- 
fore it a grand industrial and agricul- 
,ur»l future. 


A jout three months ago M. ^Ooud- 


rcau read a paper before the Society 
of Commercial Geography in Paris on 
the prairie regions of Brazilian and 
French Guiana north of the Amazon, a 
district that is almost unknown. After 
living there for eight years, M. Coud- 
rcau°asserts that these prairie lands, 
Iviug as they do, behind the almost im- 
p'enutrable forest regions ot the coast, 
are well adapted to support in health 
and comfort several millions of white 
settlors. He saj s that malarial fevers 
do not exist there; that the country is 
sprinkled with lakes of living water; 
that coffee, cacao, tobacco and cotton 
thrive; that horses and cattle flourish; 
that several thousands of Brazilians, 
Portuguese and 
Venezuelans have 


made comfortable homes there, and 
that European colonists have nothing 
to fear and everything to hope for in 
casting in their lot with this uew coun- 
try. 
M. Coudreau's glowing account 


will at least have the effect to secure 
the 
thorough 
exploration, 
under 


French auspices, of these almost illimi- 
table prairies. 
Whenever the Madagascar credit is 


before the French Chamber of Deputies 
its supporters eloquently urge further 
appropriations, not only because the 
great island, with its splendid harbors, 
its abundant food supplies, and its min- 
eral wealth, is of large commercial 
and 
strategetical 
importance 
to 


France, but also on the ground that it 
is destined to offer an inviting fteld to 
French colonists. 
They say that all 


the French Consuls, merchants, and 
agents who have lived for many years 
in Madagascar testify .that in a large 
part of the island Europeans can en- 
joy good health, and that the country 
offers enormous advantages for pastur- 
ing cattle and for raising the food 
plants and spices of the tropics and tho 
fruits of Europe.

way to fight tornadoes, which he de- 
scribes in a letter to the Scientific Amer- 
ican. His plan, in brief, is to blow 
;Uem up with gunpowder. 
A keg of 


oowder is to be kept to the southwest of 
ilie house or village to be protected. 
The reason for placing it at that par- 
ticular point of the compass is because 
;xperience shows that tornadoes gen- 
ially move toward 
the northeast. 


When the black and dreadful funnel of 
i tornado-cloud is perceived bounding, 
whirling and roaring across the coun- 
try toward the powder-keg, Mr. Schultz 
would have a cool-headed man wheel 
the powder into line with the approach- 
ing storm, then retire about one hun- 
dred yards to the northwest, wait until 
the devouring air monster was just over 
the keg, and then fire the powder—by 
electricity, we suppose.

nado might not merely be bounced in 
this manner, but that with sufficiently 
laro-e charges of powder it could be an- 
nihilated. °At any rate, by means of a 
series of ex-plosions, properly timed, 
Mr. Schultz bclicvs that tornadoes 
could be kept, as he says, "on high, 
spending their force to no disadvantagi 
to mankind below."

Looney, oi Memphis; General * Joe 
Johnston and one or two others are said 
to have been taken into the company oa 
tne same basis, tho only stipulation 
being that they should not put their 
stock on the market until it reached par, 
while the Rogers' (retained! the right to 
work o2 the remaining amount ol stock 
at snch figures as they might be able to 
obtain.
